New Delhi , the 11th May 1955 

No. RHAE-5 (12) /53. — Whereas the Board of Admin- 
istration, Deshbandhu College, Kalkaji (hereinafter 
called The Board’) has made an application for the 
reconstitution of the Board, as required by the pro- 
visions of Statute 30 of the Statutes of the Delhi Uni- 
versity; 

Now, therefore, In exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-section (2) of section 5 of the Charitable En- 
dowments Act, 1890 (VI of 1890). the Central Gov- 
ernment hereby directs that the following modification 
shall be made in the Scheme for the management and 
administration of the Deshbandhu College, Kalkaji 
(New Delhi) Fund, namely: — 

In the said Scheme, for paragraph 6 the following 
paragraph shall be substituted, namely: — 

“6, Subject to any general or special directions of 
the Central Govemmeht, the fund and Its affairs shall 
be managed and administered for the purposes afore- 
said by a Board of Administration consisting of the 
following members, namely: — 

(a) the Secretary to the Government of India 
In the Ministry of Education, who will be 
the Chairman of the Board. 

(b) an officer of the Government of India nomi- 
nated by the Ministry of Education. 

(c) an officer of the Government of India nomi- 
nated by the Ministry of Finance. 

(cl) two officers of the Government of India nomi- 
nated by the Ministry of Rehabilitation, 

(e) five other members preferably non-officials 
nominated by the Government of India. 

(f) Principal of ttie Deshbandhu College, KalkajL 

(g? two representatives elected by members of 
the^ teaching staff of Deshbandhu College, 

(h) two members nominated by the University of 
Delhi”.

(f) Three members of Parliament, one from the 
Rajya Sabha and two from the Lok Sabha, to 
be elected by the respective Houses. 

(g) One member to be nominated by each of the 
following Societies: — 

(i) Indian History Congress, 

(ii) All India Oriental Conference, 

(iii) Indian Science Congress Association, and 

(iv) Asiatic Society of Bengal, 

(h) Twelve persons to be nominated, in their In- 
dividual capacity, by the Government of 
India: 

Provided that not less than four of the above 
twelve persons shall be from Part 'B' States. 

(i) Joint Director General of Archaeology 
(Secretary).
